Official reaction to the Red offer 
•was lacking. Li previously had ac- 
cepted the Red terms, however, as a 
basis for opening peace talks. The 
communist terms,call for the trial 
of "war criminals." And Li is on 
their list to be tried. 


K was hoped that the communist 
officer would spare Nanking from 
bombardment. Powerful Red forces 
were moving almost unopposed to 
the Yangtze. 


Latest reports said the Reds al- 
ready had seized Kuachou, on the 
north bank opposite Chekiang, 40 
miles east of Nanking. From there 
they can harass shipping with artil 
lery or ¿mall arms fire. 
Pukow Abandoned 


Pukow, across the Yangtze from 
Nanking, was all but deserted of 
government defenders. An estimated 
150,000 Red troops were moving on 
that railway city. 


With the main force only a few 
miles away. Red vanguards were ex- 
pected to enter Pukow almost at any 
moment.

The Red radio, as heard in Nan 
king, said the Communists were will- 
ing to talk peace at a conference in 
Peiping as soon as "the city is com- 
pletely liberated."

Judge Rules Young 
Mother Who Killed 
Baby Be Sterilized

rare court action, a superior judge 
today ordered the sterilization of a 
young mother who pleaded guilty 
to manslaughter in -the fatal skull- 
crushing of her oaby boy. 


The judge, who said the mother 
had offered to submit to a sterili- 
zation operation, also ordered the 
adoption of her other son and of an 
unborn child. 


Mrs. Georgette Brucks. 21-year- 
old expectant 
mother, had 
first 
been charged last 
October 
with 
murdering her son, Howard, seven 
months. The baby was badly beat- 
en about the entire body and his 
skull fractured. 
His mother told 
police that she beat the child be- 
cause she "couldn't stand his cry- 
ing."

VITAL QUESTIONS HINGE ON 
OUTCOME OF COMMIE TRIALS 


How much can American attitudes and policies 
change within the unchanged framework of the United 
States Constitution? That question underlies the trial of 
11 members of the Communist Party's national board in 
a New York Federal Court. It underlies the confused status 
of the party in this country. The issues of the case affect 
not only the defendants but all of us. 


Democracy and communism fought the war as allies 
and emerged as enemies. The United States and Russia, 
chief representatives of democracy and communism, are| 
n o w 
the world's greatest powers. Russia's 
present 
strength and expansionist policies have put communism 
in a different light. Before the war it was little more than! 
a nuisance, an affront, or a bore to most Americans. Now 
it is a potential threat to our free institutions. 


Yet its outward aspects in this country have not 
changed noticeably. Its party officials are in court on a 
charge of conspiring to teach and advocate the overthrow! 
of the government by force and violence. But thai: charge 
L'ould have been brought against American Communist! 
leaders at any time during the party's 30-year existence; 
here. 


The men on trial are not charged with any overt act. 
Nothing has been said about their being on the verge of j 
committing any act of force or violence when they were 
arrested. They are accused of conspiring to teach and ad- 
vocate such acts. 


These men were indicted for violation of the Smith 
Act of 1940. This law has been invoked twice before. In 
1941 a group of Trotskyites, left-wing arch-enemies of the 
Communists, were convicted under it. And in 1942-43 a 
number of alleged pro-Nazi seditionists were tried in 
Washington. 


On both those occasions the American Communists 
were loudly enthusiastic about the Smith Act. Now, of 
course, the mildest thing they can call it is unconstitutional. 
That is typical—and disgusting. Even more disgusting are 
the outraged courtroom complaints of these champions of 
a type of justice represented by thé typical Communist 
"purge" trial. 


But the fact remains that these men, like any other 
American citizens, will be tried under the full protection of 
the Constitution. And it will be with that protection in 
mind that the ultimate decision,is reached. 


Does the Constitution's right of free speech include 
the right to advocate the destruction of the Constitution— 
provided the talk is not translated into action? Is the right 
of free press similarly inclusive? What is the definition of 
'conspiracy'' to teach and advocate? In short, are treason- 
able thoughts and speech unlawful acts? 


These are not easy questions to answer honestly. Bui 
they must have honest answers, even though the domestic 
enemies of freedom are undeserving of the protection they 
receive. For this trial demands the answers to two still 
unsettled questions: Should communism be outlawed? 
And if it is outlawed will the Communist Party be destroy- 
ed. or will it only be driven underground and made doubly 
dangerous?

The different methods of prepar- 
ing meat was discussed by Miss 
Stohr. Speaking of the two types of 
meat, the tender and the less tender 
cuts, Miss Stohr said that any meat, 
properly cooked, will be tencer. 


Dry heat is the method by which 
the tender cuts are cooked, while the 
less tender cuts are cookeu with 
moisture. "Low temperature," stated 
Miss Stohr, "is the most important 
factor in each method." A low tem- 
perature will make the meat tender, 
by retaining much of the natural 
juices. This will also limit shrinkage, 
thereby yielding more meat. 


The two varieties of pork chops 
were pointed out by Miss Stohr in

first demonstration, 
Spanish 
pork chops. The rib chops, which 
were used by Miss Stohr, have the 
meat all to one side of the bone, 
while the loin chop has meat on 
each side. Miss Stohr recommended 
using thicker chops to avoid shrink- 
age. She also recommended that no 
salt be added until after the chops 
were browned.
